Keene, N. H., May 1, 1886. 
To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 

We respectfully submit the annual report of the business 
affairs of the county and the reports of other county officers 
relative to the business under their supervision, for the year 
ending April 30, 1886. 


THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE COUNTY. 


The debt of the county, bearing interest, has been 
reduced $3000 since the last annual report, It is now 
$40,500. 

The appropriation of $27,000 for 1885 was insufficient to 
meet the demands upon the treasury, which were increased 
by reason of the extraordinary expenses incurred in the erec- 
tion of new county buildings, and increased pauper expenses 
resulting from changes in the pauper laws, which were not 
anticipated when the appropriation was made, hence the 
increase of $8400 in the county tax for 1886. In the 
appropriation for 1886 they were provided for, and, also, 
the payment of $7000 of the county debt. 

For further information respecting the financial affairs 
of the county we refer to the Treasurer’s report herewith 
submitted. M

The Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Whit- 
man, and their assistants, have discharged their respective 
duties and trusts with fidelity, and it is a satisfaction to again

ae piness of the weak and friendless poor committed to their 
2 i care, by securing their services for another year.

Ue An additional supply of water has been brought into the 
e new reservoir constructed last year from a pure spring flow- 
ae ing from the hillside, a third of a mile or more beyond the ua | 
former source of supply, which, in our opinion, will furnish == 
an abundance of excellent water for all purposes. | 
The increase of water supply has made it possible to put 
within the almshouse two modern water closets, one in oanke sive 
of the bath rooms on the lower floor and adjoining the sit-_ 
ting rooms of the male and female apartments, for the con- 
venience and use of the aged and infirm. Heretofore the © 
old vault closets in the south end of the wash house, some 
thirty feet or more outside of the almshouse, were the only — 
closets in use, and the females all had to pass through the — “ 
hall of the male apartment and outdoors to reach them, — 
making it very troublesome to the Superintendent to main- | 
_ tain proper discipline at all times, and the exposure in bad 
_ weather was very trying to the inmates in feeble health. 
The improvement has long been greatly needed, but the 
limited supply of water made it impracticable. ou AN 
‘Those who have had occasion to travel the road past the . 
almshouse will rejoice that the old cesspool has been removed _ 
from the roadside and a great nuisance abated. A 
The above and other improvements spoken of in the. at 
Superintendent’s report, which follows, increases the com- 
fort of the inmates, makes the supervision and work easier | 
and the sanitary condition of the institution better. | 
Since the last annual report the woodwork of the alms- 
house and the Superintendent’s house has been thoroteaag 
| painted. 






































JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 
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herewith submitted, is $2,913.22. This sum, a careful 
examination of the statement will show, is largely in excess 
of the actual current expenses, for the year. It will be seen 
by examining the items, that a sum of $400 was paid for 
the Hirsch lot, that nearly $800 were paid for filling, grad- 
ing and improving the grounds about the buildings, ind that 
over $200 were expended in sheathing the boiler and coal 
room, and completing the furnishing of the cells, etc., all of 

which should be added to the investment. : 

There is due from the city of Keene $300 or more for 
board of city convicts. The exact amount we are unable to 
state, as the account has not yet been examined and settled. 

The actual current expenses of the institution, not includ- 
_ ing the interest on the investment, will not exceed the sum 
of $1200. 

There have been 94 commitments since April 1, 1885, 
the date when the house was opened. 

Considerable expense has been incurred in filling and 
grading the grounds, and as much more will have to be laid | 
out to complete the work as it should be. 

The several towns in the county, and individuals who 
desired, were invited to furnish a tree to be transplanted on 
the grounds Arbor Day. Nearly one hundred trees were 
contributed and transplanted, which eventually will add very 
much to the beauty of the grounds. Each tree or shrub is 
numbered and its location designated upon a plan of the lot, 
and a record is made of the number and name of the con- 
tributor and the tree or shrub contributed. 

The house of correction at Westmoreland, by vote of the 
county convention, is continued and a limited number of 
convicts, such as can be retained there without much trouble 
and whose labor can be utilized more for the interest of the 
county there than at Keene, are committed or transferred | 
from Keene.

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT. 


To the Commissioners of the County of Cheshire: 

Having entered upon my third year as Superintendent of 
the farm and almshouse, I would thank the Commissioners for 
the kindness shown me since I first entered upon my trying 
duties. They have at all times provided such things as were 
necessary for use in and about the institution, and the articles 
provided have always been of good quality. 

There have been some needed improvements made during 
the year just passed. There have been two water closets 
placed on the lower floor of the almshouse, one on the male 
and one on the female side of the house, and besides being 
much appreciated by the inmates, especially the old ladies, we 
are saved much annoyance by their use, and should not wish 
to dispense with them. The old cesspool has been moved far- 
ther away from the buildings and highway. <A room has 
been fitted up in the almshouse for the Assistant Matron, and 
connected with the Superintendent’s house and. three of the 
dormatories by a vibrating telephone and electric call bells, 
making it convenient for the inmates to call for and receive 
assistance if sick or in trouble of any kind during the night. 

We have been provided with two of the Crosby invalid 
bedsteads for use in the sick wards, and we find them very 
convenient both for the patient and those having the care of 
them; and I think that any institution of this kind after 
once using them would not wish to be without them. 

I think the spring of water which was connected with the 
reservoir last fall, through an iron pipe, will so assist in the 
supply that in the future we shall have sufficient at all times 
and for all purposes.

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The Assistant Superintendent and Matron have performed 
their duties in a faithful and satisfactory manner. I have 
received for distribution among the inmates quite a large 
quantity of reading matter, etc., and would kindly thank the 
contributors for their thoughtfulness in sending us books and 
papers in addition to such as are furnished by the county.

GENTLEMEN,—I submit my first annual report as physi- 
cian to the Cheshire county almshouse. 

- Good health generally has prevailed during the past year, 
with an exception of a few weeks that required my daily 
attendance. 

I have always found the wards in a neat and orderly con- 
dition, inmates well clothed, food properly cooked and a 
plenty for all, and rooms well ventilated. 

The inmates and also their friends are especially indebted 
to the Superintendent, Mr. Asa A. Whitman, and Matron, 
Mrs. Whitman, for the kindness'shown them. The manner 
of doing things is cheerful and exercising a care over them 
that is conducive to make their unfortunate condition more 
happy. 

I would not forget the Assistant Matron, Mrs. Lucy A. 
Goodell. Her duties bringing her in actual contact with the 
female department, much tact and kindness has to be 
exercised in order to bring about a salutary discipline to 
accomplish her duties satisfactorily to her superiors and to 
the best interests of those in her charge.
